Supposing ao girl-of. sixteen enters the: 
factory she can at once be put on to work 
at which while learning her job during 
the first week she is able toearn 12s. Next 
week she will probably enrn 18s., and 
continue to rise according to her ability, 
Munition “wages are notoriously high, 
and one cannot imagine causes of com- 
plaint ‘frequent... I saw machines Inbri- 
cating bullets man‘pulated. with a skill 
which results in many ‘thousand. bullets 
be‘ng. lubricated per. day. The rate paid 
is. threc-farthings per thousand, and £ 
talked to a worker who could make 38s. 
per week on this simple job alone. 


No worker in any department who is 
over twenty-one can be paid Jess ‘than 
20s. per week of forty-eight hours, and 
as overtime is worked as a natural thing, 
the wages r'se to three and four pounds 
or over, according to quickness and capa- 
ety and the kind. of work required. 
There is a demand for educated women 
as overlookers, and~ they are well paid 
for these moré responsible duties, 


Then, too, the workers in danger build- 
ings score, for the wages are high in pro- 
portion, The women who have recently 
earned the nickname of ‘“ ‘ Canaries” 
by reason. of. a-complexion stain caused 
by picric acid can have their pick of 
“boys” from the moment. when, work- 
staincd but cheerful, they turn out of 
their shops at the. end of their day.
